REMARKS 


The present communication is in response to the Office Communication dated 
December 17, 2004. Filed concurrently herewith is a Petition to Revive this 
Application for Unintentional Abandonment. 

The Office Communication of December 17, 2004 included a restriction 
requirement that the Applicants elect one of the following inventions under 35 U.S.C. §
